Ford, Carter meet 
today on transition 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In their first 
meeting since the last campaign debate, 
President Fprd and President-elect Jim­ 
my Carter are not expected to discuss in 
great detail major procedural plans for 
the forthcoming transition of power. 


Aides to both Carter and Ford say the 
two men see their first postelection 
meeting today as an opportunity to talk 
privately and inform ally with one 
another in a free-wheeling discussion 
Carter flew to Washington Sunday 
night from Plains. Ga. to prepare for 
meetings with various top government 
leaders, including his White House 
meeting with Ford at 3 p.m. 


Refreshed after a relaxing weekend 
stay at the lavish family estate of Vice 
President Nelson Rockefeller in New 
York, Ford was to hold a series of morn­ 


ing meetings with staff aides and do 
some work on his forthcoming fiscal 1978 
budget before sitting down with Carter in 
the Oval Office. 
Carter arrived in Washington aboard a 
United Airlines charter jet and went 
immediately to Blair House, across the 
street from the White House, where dis­ 
tinguished visitors often are housed. 
Ford also returned to Washington Sun­ 
day night with Mrs. Ford after a day at 
the historic Rockefeller estate that in­ 
cluded a dedication ceremony desig­ 
nating the family estate overlooking the 
Hudson River an historic landmark. 
A White House spokesman said no 
specific agenda had been set for the talks 
between Ford and his successor. The 
meeting was expected to be relaxed, 
with Ford and Carter alone unless they 
called for aides. 


Carter’s first appointment was 
Gen. Lewis Allen, head of the National 
Security Agency, and Richard Shriver, 
director of telecommunications, who 
were to brief Carter on defense com­ 
munications. 
Today was to be taken up mainly with 
cabinet officers, beginning with James 
T. Lynn, director of the Office of 
Management and Budget, followed by 
Defense Secretary Donald Rumsfeld, 
HEW Secretary David Matthews, and 
Treasury Secretary William Simon. 


Following the Ford meeting, Carter 
had an appointment with Federal 
Reserve Chairman Arthur Burns, who 
Carter once hinted he would ask to 
resign. Carter later said, however, it was 
likely he would not ask Bums to step 
down from the sensitive post.

Jeannette Lyons of Ballard, who 
recently celebrated her 90th birthday 
and who has ridden on almost every pos­ 
sible means of conveyance, received a 
belated but surprise anniversary gift 
Saturday morning which made a long 
wish come true: she was taken aloft over 
the Santa Ynez Valley in a helicopter. 
The journey in the helicopter, which 
started from the Santa Ynez Airport with 
the lifting of a morning fog, was a birth­ 
day present from Malcolm Dion, chief 
flight instructor of Apollo Airways, Inc., 
located at the Santa Barbara Airport. 
Dion said he had learned that Miss 
Lyons had ridden at times in planes, 
ships, and even camels and elephants in 
the Middle and Far East, also as a young 
teacher on a rocking chair perched atop 
a flatcar on a Pacific Coast Railroad 
narrow gauge run from Port Harford 
(Avila) to Los Olivos 
But, she had never been in a 
helicopter. 
Dion explained that when he was a boy 
“someone did the same thing for me. 
They took me up in the air and fulfilled a 
desire that I had for many years 
I 
thought it was my turn now to do the 
same for someone else.” 
Miss Lyons, a retired Santa Ynez 
Valley School teacher who was born in 
Ballard and who attended 
and later 
taught at the one-room Ballard School, 


said she was “ in 
ecstasy over the 
thought of going up in the helicopter.” 
“It is one of the nicest things ever done 
for me." she exclaimed when she was 
greeted by Dion as he alighted from the 
copter (Mi the runway of the airport. The 
meeting in the cool, foggy morning was 
the first for both 
Before departing while waiting for the 
sun to break through, Dion explained the 
operation of the copter and its various 
mechanisms, including location of the 
fuel tanks and noted the rotar blades 
were composed of wood. 
Before the flight, Miss Lyons donned a 
pair of headphones in order that she and 
her host pilot could talk during the flight 
which lasted about a half hour. It in­ 
cluded a ride over Miss Lyons’ home in 
Ballard and the famed little red school 
house 
They later headed north where the sun 
was shining brightly and Miss Lyons saw 
for the first time from the air a view of 
the expansive Firestone Winery and the 
acres and acres of vineyards. 
She was particularly impressed by the 
panorama of green cloaked hills, mesas 
and valleys as seen from the air. 
Although her eyesight has failed in re­ 
cent years, she remarked that she was 
able to view the valley “far better than I 
had expected to.”

Steps taken 
for oil, gas 
lease sale 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Interior 
Department took the first step today 
toward a second Mid-Atlantic sate of oil 
and gas leases offshore New York, New 
J ersey , M aryland, D elaw are and 
Virginia in mid-1978 
The department announced it will seek 
comments from industry, state and local 
governments, researchers, civic groups 
and the general public on which tracts 
from an estimated 14.8 million acre area 
of the Outer Continental Shelf should be 
put up for sate. 
Some of the tracts also were included 
in the original Mid-Atlantic sale this 
year — the first government sale of of­ 
fshore drilling rights on the Atlantic 
Coast — which took place despite legal 
challenges 
The final decision on whether to hold 
the proposed sale — in mid-1978 — will 
be made by the secretary of interior un­ 
der the incoming Jimmy Carter ad­ 
ministration, after environmental im­ 
pact studies are made and public hear­ 
ings are held. 
“No decision either to lease or not to 
lease can be made until all the steps 
required for com pliance with the 
National Environmental Policy Act and 
established departmental guidelines 
have been taken,” said Curt Berklund, 
director of the department’s Bureau of 
Land Management. “The usual time 
required for these steps is approximate­ 
ly 19 months." 
The second Mid-Atlantic sale was 
proposed under the government’s of­ 
fshore leasing schedule printed in 1974, 
and does not represent any change in 
plans. 
Under an accelerated leasing program 
initiated by Richard Nixon, six sales 
were planned yearly to open up oil and 
gas resources that would make the 
United States less dependent on foreign 
fuel. 
But the pace has been lagging due to 
legal challenges and other complica­ 
tions The request for comments on this 
proposed* second mid-Atlantic sale was 
originally planned for last May, with the 
sale to be held in August, 1977 
Acreage for the sale lies offshore New 
York, New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland 
and Virginia, with the most southerly 
point near Virginia Beach, Va.,and the 
most northerly above Montauk Point on 
Long Island, N Y. The closest tracts 
proposed could be 15 miles from shore 
and the furthest 110 miles from land.

Two members of the international oil 
cartel say they believe an increase in the 
price of oil is justified because of the in­ 
flationary increases in the price of in­ 
dustrialized goods their nations import. 
Both Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlavi of 
Iran and a top Kuwait government of­ 
ficial said Sunday they believed a price 
hike would not seriously damage the 
world’s economy, as Western leaders are 
warning. 
The 
13-member Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries is 
scheduled to meet Dec. 15 in the Persian 
Gulf state of Qatar and most members 
are on record supporting price increases 
ranging from 10 to 40 per cent. 
In Tehran, the Shah said in an inter­ 
view with the Mideast Report that Iran 
will support a 15 per cent price increase 
despite Western fears that such an in­ 
crease would wreck the global economic 
balance and spur inflation. 
“Because, when we increased the oil 
price in 1973 four-fold, the effect on 
American inflation was one half of one 
per cent. 1.5 per cent in Europe, so 15 per 
cent now is just a fraction in one quarter 
of one per cent," he said. 
The Shah said oil prices should be 
linked to the inflationary increases in the 
price of industrial goods imported by his 
country and other oil producing nations. 
In Kuwait, State Minister for Cabinet 
Affairs Abdel Aziz Hussein said oil ex­ 
porting countries will not allow indus­ 
trial countries to dictate oil prices to 
them 
“We have no wish to harm or sabotage 
the world economy,” Hussein said. “Our 
policy is to balance the increases in the 
price of industrial goods " 
“Why are oil exporters being asked to 
sell their oil cheaply while the great 
powers sell their industrial goods at wha­ 
tever price they want?" Hussein asked. 
Hussein said that he was not aware 
that the Dec 15 OPEC meeting would be 
postponed or delayed 


TEL AVIV, Israel (UPI) — Palesti­ 
nian commandos fired Soviet-made 
rockets across the Lebanese border into 
the Israeli coastal resort of Nahariya 
Sunday, breaking an eight-month period 
of relative quiet in the border region. 
The Katyusha 
rockets damaged 
buildings and knocked down telephone 
and electric lines but no one was injured. 
Israeli artillery returned the fire, the 
military command said. 
Nahariya, a town of 30.000 that sprawls 
along the Mediterranean four miles from 
the border, was settled largely by 
refugees from Nazi Germany who turned 
it into a honeymoon capital with 
beachfront 
hotels and horse-drawn 
carriages. 
Military sources said the army went on 
special alert along the border. 
The exchange cam e as D efense 
Minister Shimon Peres warned Syria and 
the Palestinians that Israel would not 
tolerate the presence of any hostile force 
in southern Lebanon, the only part of the 
nation yet to be occupied by the Syrian- 
dominated peacekeeping force. 
“Israel will not suffer threats on the 
northern border by any foreign military 
force and will oppose any military 
gathering,” Peres said in a speech to 


Jewish fund-raisers from Britain. 
Government sources said officials 
were concerned by reports that Syrians 
already have moved into Marjayoun, 
about five mites from the border. 


Peres also accused Egyptian Presi­ 
dent Anwar Sadat of “talking about 
peace in English but war in Arabic. ’ 


But Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
made a personal appeal to Sadat to open 
negotiations with Israel, either within 
the framework of the Geneva peace talks 
or elsewhere. 
Citing Sadat's repeated calls for peace 
talks in interviews with visiting U.S. 
lawmakers, Rabin said Israel has heard 
nothing directly from the Egyptian 
leader. 
“I heard what you told others.” Rabin 
said in Jerusalem. “Now, what can you 
tell mer ‘ 
The last previous attack on a civilian 
target came March 10, when rockets hit 
the agricultural settlement of Adamit. 
The border region was a springboard 
for commando attacks on Israel before 
fullscale civil war erupted in Lebanon. 
Israel has been aiding Lebanese rightists 
in hopes of preventing the guerrillas 
from returning to their bases.

U.S. to abstain 
on admission of 
Angola to U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - The 
United States will abstain today in a 
scheduled Security Council vote and not 
exercise its veto against the admission of 
Angola as the 146th member of the 
United Nations, diplomatic sources said. 
The General Assembly, which elects 
U N. members upon the council’s recom­ 
mendation, was expected to act quickly 
to complete Angola’s admission. 
The United States vetoed the applica­ 
tion of the former Portuguese African 
colony when it came before the council 
last June. Ambassador Albert W Sherer, 
deputy chief of the U.S. delegation, said 
then the veto was based on the presence 
of Cuban troops in Angola. 
The United States backed two losing 
factions in the Angolan civil war. The 
victorious Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola was aided by Cuban 
troops and Soviet arms. 
U S. diplomats were reported to have 
told council members privately in June 
that if the Angolan application were to be 
shelved until after the Republican 
nominating covention, there would be no 
objection to its approval. The U S posi­ 
tion in Angola was a touchy point in the 
campaign between President Ford and 
unsuccesful challenger Ronald Reagan. 
The U S veto on June 23 negated 13 
council votes in favor of Angola. China 
refused to participate in the vote then 
and was expected to do so again today. 
The General Assembly also was mov­ 
ing toward the end of its debate on the 
“ inalienable rights" of Palestinians with 
two sessions scheduled today. The 
United States was next to last on a list of 
19 speakers waiting to speak on the issue. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Patricia 
Hearst. free but under guard today at her 
family's Nob Hill apartment, had told 
fellow prisoners she preferred jail to 
freedom unless her parents could 
arrange tight security. 


“She didn't want to be out there," 
Karen Arviso, 22, who was with Miss 
Hearst in a federal prison said of the 
heiress’ first days behind bars at the 
Federal Youth Center Pleasanton. 


Ms. Arviso, 22. said in an interview 
with the Oakland (Calif.) Tribune that 
Miss Hearst’s fears about living outside 
prison were so intense she had not 
wanted to be released on bail. 


“She said her parents would have to 
get really tight security for her to feel 
safe, and she knew they had the money to 
do it, but she still said she didn’t want to 
be out there," Ms. Arviso said. 
Miss Hearst. 22, daughter of San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner President Randolph A. 
Hearst. was released on $1.5 million bail 


Friday, pending the appeal of her bank 
robbery conviction. 
Hearst told reporters outside the 
apartment Saturday that it was not 
known whether his daughter would re­ 
main there or move to another family 
retreat If there is a move, he pointed 
out, it would not be disclosed for security 
r6cisons 
The Hearst family reportedly was 
spending $720 a day to provide security 
for her The federal government was not 
providing U S. marshals because defense 
attorneys dropped their request for 
witness protection. 
Gwen Lewis. 24. Portland. Ore., 
another center inmate who served as 
Miss Hearst’s “big sister” at the 
minimum-security prison, said, “ She 
was always saying she didn’t want to get 
out on bail.” 
Both prisoners said that at times Miss 
Hearst was quite depressed and “banged 
her head and her knuckles on the wall.” 
And, they said, it appeared she wanted to 
be placed in isolation. 
Mrs. Smith quits post 
as GOP party chairman 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Mary Louise 
Sm ith, first woman to head the 
Republican National Committee, today 
announced she will resign the party 
chairmanship. 
Mrs. Smith said she will step down at 
the next meeting of the RNC Jan. 14-15. 
“I have reached this decision after a 
great deal of thought about the future of 
the Republican Party and the role of the 
chairman," she said in a statement. 
“During the next six weeks I hope that 
all Republicans will consider carefully 
the results of the past elections at the 
local, state and national levels " 
Mrs. Smith became chairman in 
September, 1974, replacing George Bush. 
A veteran member of the national com­ 
mittee from Iowa, she was the personal 
choice of President Ford to lead the 
party in the days immediately after his 
succession to the presidency. 
The GOP did badly in the congres­ 
sional elections immediately after the 
Nixon resignation but Mrs. Smith 
reorganized the national committee and 
set her sights on the 1976 elections 
She took no sides in the battle between 


Ford and former Gov. Ronald Reagan of 
California for the presidential nomina­ 
tion, but made clear near the end of that 
struggle that she personally backed 
Ford. 
In announcing her resignation, Mrs. 
Smith appeared to be sticking to the 
moderate positions that made her the 
target of Reagan partisans before the 
Kansas City convention. 
“My own personal review of those 
elections returns persuades me that we 
must maintain a party that simul­ 
taneously expresses concern for people’s 
problems, embraces a healthy diversity of 
viewpoint and stands behind traditional 
Republican principles. Surely, this is no 
time for a fatal lurch to either extreme 
of the political spectrum." she said. 
The Smith resignation may signal a 
bitter struggle for control of the party 
apparatus, although she pleaded for un­ 
ity in her announcement. 
“I hope that my resignation now will 
serve as a catalyst for the emergence of 
new, b ro ad b a s e d l e a d e r s h i p — 
leadership committed to renewed, long 
term work for the Republican party.”

Vote registering 
by mail to stay 


Despite some November poll 
problems, postcard registration 
inaugurated in the county this 
year is bound "to be with us for 
a long time." declares BobKir- 
patrick, head of the County 
Elections Division. 


Kirkpatrick, of Carpintería, 
said he felt that one thing that 
has become paramount with the 
new changes in election 
registration procedures is that 
"the voter has a lot of respon­ 
sibility he didn’t have before." 


S co res of p e rso n s, it 
develops, were unable to vote 
Nov. 2 because of problems

s y ste m , 
and 
Kirkpatrick's office is looking 
into the various cases of 
persons who were disqualified. 


It was noted that one prin­ 
cipal problem involved persons 
who made errors in filling in 
their mail-in cards, which were 
responsible for putting some 
32.000 voters on the rolls in lit­ 
tle more than a month. 


"We re now trusting the 
voters to do everything on their 
own," declared Kirkpatrick. He 
said that despite the new 
system encountered this year 
the error rate was much less 
than the 10 per cent he ex­ 
pected 


The problem of making sure 
that every person who wanted 
to vote was registered and eligi­ 
ble to vote was staggering 


Some 14,000 sample election 
ballots, for example, were 
returned by the post office. 
It developed, the post office 
had made some mistakes, just 
as K irk p a tric k w as to 
acknowledge that some mis- 
cues had probably occurred on 
the comity's side 
But the outcome was that at 
least 12.000 of these cases in­ 
volved persons who moved and 
apparently left no forwarding 
address and the cancellations 
were seen as legitimate. 
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Those who responded to 
forwardable first class letters 
asking if they had moved and if 
so, where, were reinstated. 


Well fails 
at Goleta 
residence 


The Goleta County Water 
District directors — whose 
water moratorium has failed to 
get the support of three of the 
five county supervisors — 
seemed to be in the position of 
saying "we told you so,” follow­ 
ing the first breakdown of a 
private water system in Goleta 
Valley which was allowed to 
bypass the w ater district 
regulations. 
The water board revealed 
that the home of Ray Tressler, 
1590 San Marcos Pass Road, is 
without water due to failure of 
his 293-foot well. 
District directors say that 
they are granting Tressler an 
interim hookup for six months 
after which he will have to seek 
another water source. 
Meanwhile, the district board 
has called on the Board of 
Supervisors to meet with it to 
discuss further situations of 
this kind which are seen likely 
to arise 
District officials said they 
cannot grant Tressler a water 
meter because he had "elected 
to take a risk with a private 
water system” after being 
denied a regular hookup. 
Granting Tressler a permanent 
hookup would open the door and 
allow wholesale circumvention 
of the moratorium, it was ex­ 
plained. 
Board chairman Frank Frost 
and Supervisor James M. Slater 
have opposed approval of 
private wells systems for 
projects in Goleta Valley which 
can’t get district water. But 
they have been consistently out­ 
voted by the board majority. 
Supervisors had been warned 
that failure of private systems 
endorsed by the board could 
have serious repercussions and 
result in possible abandonment 
of commercial projects or 
homes allowed to draw on 
w ater from the Goleta 
groundwater basin. 
Board members Harrell 
Fletcher, Francis Beattie and 
Robert Kallman have indicated 
they felt property owners are 
entitled to the water beneath 
their properties. 
The failure of the first system 
has come at an inopportune 
time for several developers, 
county officials concede 
Developer Walt Lively is 
seeking county approval of a 
private water system utilizing 
wells to furnish basin 
groundwater for an 111-unit 
townhouse complex, while 
developers Fess Parker and 
Fred Rice are seeking similar 
approval for a private system 
to supply water for a 270-unit 
luxury mobile home park. 
These are the first big 
residential projects to ask for 
approval to utilize well water in 
the Valley.

The logjam created by an un­ 
precedented number of dis­ 
ability retirement applications 
by county employes is expected 
to be loosened in the coming 
months by action of the County 
Retirement Board. The board 
budgeted $25,000 to have a 
Santa Barbara attorney con­ 
tract to help process the com­ 
plicated cases. 
Melbourne Weddle, deputy 
county counsel assigned to the 
retirement board, has been 
valiantly struggling with a 
record case load for months 
that "has been as high as 40 
cases and is now down to about 
30," he said. 
Complaints to the retirement 
board about the lengthy periods 
of time needed to process each 
case — the case of one woman 
who died before she could get a 
pension was cited — resulted in 
the decision to contract out part 
of the load. 
"We’ve had cases of ulcers, 
bad backs, you name it,” 
declared Weddle. He expressed 
gratification that the retire­ 
ment board had taken some of 
the responsibility from his 
shoulders. The cases involve 
need to subpoena medical 
records, and testimony from 
physicians, surgeons, psy­ 


chiatrists and other experts. 
Attorney Ken Moes will be 
under contract to assist with 
the case load. 
Meanwhile, the county super- 
visors 
face 
s e v e ra l 
momentous decisions of their 
own in regard to county retire­ 
ment pay in the future. 
They are getting a recom­ 
mendation — on a 5-4 vote — 
that benefits for 312 county 
employes who retired before 
1973 be computed on the basis 
equal to those of employes 
retiring after that date. This 
could cost the county about $1 
million if it decides to dip into 
county coffers in the coming 
year.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
A gricu ltu re D epartm ent 
analyst says that two million 
persons left the government's 
food stamp program since early 
1975. at least half because of an 
improving economy. 
Stephen J. Hiemstra said that 
food stamp enrollment fell 
from a record 19.2 million peo­ 
ple in April 1975, to 17.2 million 
in September. Part of the 
decline was seasonal, but more 
than 1 million persons left the 
program due to the improving

NEW YORK (UPI) - An ap­ 
parent chemical explosion at a 
Chiclets chewing gum factory 
Sunday injured dozens of 
workers, many of them severe­ 
ly burned. 
Twenty-eight of the 48 em­ 
ployes hurt in the mishap were 
reported in serious or critical 
condition, authorities said, and 
one was said to be near death 
with second-and third-degree 
burns over 90 per cent of his 
body. 
All told. 30 victims were 
reported hospitalized and some 
had to be flown by Army 
helicopter as far away as 
Chester, Pa., and Philadelphia 
for proper burn treatment 
facilities because budget res­ 
trictions have resulted in opera­ 
tions cutbacks at burn centers 
at New York’s municipal 
hospitals.

available stamp benefits and 
enroll a larger percentage of 
the eligible population. 


Under the stamp program, 
eligible people can buy a cer­ 
tain amount per month in 
federal food stamps — $166 for 
a family of four. That $166 
worth of stamps is free for 
welfare familes and can be 
purchased for lesser amounts 
by people who meet a com­ 
plicated eligibility require­ 
ment. 


Agriculture officials recently 
announced that food stamp 
benefit levels and income 
eligibility ceilings will not 
change for the First half of 1977. 
Heimstra predicted that when 
officials make their next 
review, based on retail food 
price trends through next 
February, they will keep the ex­ 
isting benefit rates. 


With food stamp enrollment 
and benefits remaining steady, 
Heimstra said, the cost of 
federal food aid programs is ex­ 
pected to be only slightly above 
the $8 5 billion estimated for 
the 1976 fiscal year. 


The increase, he said, will be 
due to rising costs in the school 
lunch program.

Orbiting satellites 
could decide wars 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Future 
wars could be decided in space 
by orbiting satellites, News­ 
week Magazine said Sunday. 
Newsweek said a space battle 
between hunter-killer satellites 
could determine the outcome of 
any war on earth by crippling 
the orbiting early warning and 
ballistic missile defense sys­ 
tems of the losing nation, forc­ 
ing it to capitulate under threat 
of massive nuclear attack. 
In what may have been the 
first blow in an all-out space 
war by the 1980s, Newsweek 
said two U.S. reconnaisance 
satellites, orbiting high over the 
Indian Ocean last year, sudden­ 
ly were “blinded” by a power­ 
ful beam of infra-red light from 
Soviet Siberia. 
Newsweek said the satellites 
were victims of a Soviet laser 
attack — a charge the magazine 
said the Defense Department 
officially denies. 
The magazine quoted Defense 
Secretary Donald Rumsfeld as 
saying the satellites probably 
had been “dazzled by the glare 
of natural gas fires along a 


pipeline in Western Siberia.” 
But Newsweek added, “He 
avoided saying flatly that lasers 
were not the cause.” 


The report said that a few 
weeks after the two U.S. 
satellites were knocked out of 
action , the Soviet Union 
launched an unmanned space­ 
craft and sent it tracking 
another Soviet satellite deep in 
space. 


“After a brief pursuit, the 
hunter closed in and paused to 
exam ine its quarry,” the 
magazine said. “Then it moved 
away to a safe distance and ex­ 
ploded — proving that it could 
have destroyed the target on 
command.” 
The article said chemical 
lasers, requiring no electrical 
power, already have been 
developed by the United States 
and that such beams have 
generated pulses of 200 billion 
watts for one 20-billionth of a 
second — a speed-of-light burst 
researchers say “can vaporize 
metal and produce destructive 
shockwaves."

GM Department, called the 
neutrality letter “a landmark 
accomplishment” and said it 
could serve as a “bellwether” 
for the labor m ovem ent 
throughout the country. 
George B. Morris, GM vice 
president of industrial rela­ 
tions, called the letter “a 
mutual pledge of good faith on 
the part of the union and on the 
part of the corporation to con­ 
duct ourselves in a harmonious 
relationship ... “ 
Union organizers expect the 
first test of this “harmonious 
relationship" to come next 
month in the headlight plant in 
Monroe.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Lebanese celebrated the 33rd 
anniversary of their independ­ 
ence from France today with 
appeals for reconciliation and 
hard work to reconstruct the 
country from the ruins of a year 
and a half of civil war. 
Beirut newspapers bannered 
a nationwide television appeal 
by President Elias Sarkis for 
unity and reconciliation in 
order to rebuild the nation’s 
shattered institutions and 
economy. 
Sarkis declared the restora­ 
tion of security was the top con­ 
cern at the moment, coming 
“even before our bread.” 
The Independence Day was 
marked in peace — but under 
an Arab League army whose 
sweep into the seaports of 
Tripoli and Sidon almost com­ 
pleted a total occupation of the 
country 
Attention, however, shifted to 
the south near the border with 
N.Y. mayor

NEW YORK (UPI) - Mayor 
Abraham Beame is confident 
he can work with a new Carter 
administration to solve the 
latest installment in this city’s 
continuing financial crisis with­ 
out raising taxes again or firing 
more public employes. 
On Friday the state Court of 
Appeals struck down a three- 
year moratorium on repayment 
of more than $1 billion in city 
short-term bonds, a major prop 
in the city’s financial recovery 
plan. Since then, city and state 
officials have been scrambling 
to find a replacement. 
Beame, who cut short a visit 
to Israel when he learned of the 
ruling, told a news conference 
Sunday there w ill be a 
“completely different atmos­ 
phere” with the inauguration of 
President-elect Jimmy Carter, 
compared to the reaction he got 
from President Ford on federal 
aid to the city. 
As a result, Beame said, he 
expects “there will be no new 
city taxes” and no more 
layoffs. 


Israel, the only area the pec- 
cekeeping troops have not yet 
entered. 
Leftist reports from the south 
charged that Israeli and Chris­ 
tian rightist forces Sunday 
shelled southern Moslem-leftist 
and Palestinian-held villages, 
killing two persons in the town 
of Bint Jbeil. 
Sarkis, meanwhile, was faced 
with the difficult task of 
collecting heavy weapons from 
the rival Lebanese militias now 
that the Syrian-dominated Arab 
army has separated them and 
occupied areas the various 
groups used to control. 
“The coming phase set for 
the withdrawal of heavy weap­ 
ons is the most important issue 
in the series of steps that must 
be taken now,” said the leftist 
newspaper A1 Mouharrer. 
Light arms, such as pistols 
and rifles, will be controlled by 
Lebanese authorities once the 
government machinery gets go­ 
ing again. 
The Palestinians will be 
allowed to keep weapons in 
their camps and in the southern 
Arkoub region known as 
“Fatahland,” as outlined in the 
1969 Cairo agreement that 
governs the scope of Palesti 
nian activity in Lebanon 
Right-wing Phalangist mili­ 


t a r y c o m m a n d e r Be sh ir 
Gemayel said the rightists were 
willing to respond to the appeal 
by Sarkis to put down their 
arms. 
“But we are ready to take up 
arms again in order to obtain a 
full and complete independence 
because independence is divisi­ 
ble,” he added. 


The Syrians swept into Sidon, 
30 miles south of Beirut, and 
Tripoli, 51 miles to the north, in 
the last stage of a two-week ad­ 
vance that has brought them 
into all of Lebanon except the 
southern frontier area 
Men slaughtered lambs in the 
street and women showered the 
entering troops with rice, 
flowers and rose water — the 
traditional Arab signs of a 
joyful welcome. 
Gunmen in Tripoli fired so 
many bullets into the air to 
celebrate the end of their city’s 
siege that several accidental 
gunshot wounds were reported 
With their move south from 
Beirut to Sidon and the 
strategic Zahrani oil refinery, 
the Syrians suddenly had thou­ 
sands of men and hundreds of 
tanks poised within 30 miles of 
Israel's northern border. 
Lebanese leftist and Moslem 
leaders have appealed to the 


Arab League to send the 
peacekeeping force into the 
border area to halt clashes 
between leftists and Israeli- 
backed Christian rightists. 


League sources said, howe­ 
ver. that they do not expect the 
Syrians to enter the area for 
fear of Israeli retaliation 


In the first such incident in 
more than eight months, 
Palestinian guerrillas fired 
rockets across the Lebanese 
border at the Israeli resort 
town of Nahariya Sunday. 
There were no injuries. 


Equally thorny was the 
problem of disarming the 
Moslem and Christian militias. 
The League force last week is­ 
sued an order banning heavy 
weapons, movement of unau­ 
thorized military vehicles and 
wearing military uniforms, but 
so far has made no move to en­

Gilmore to give biog 
profits to two families 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
Gary Gilmore, eight pounds 
lighter in the fourth day of a 
hunger strike, vows to give 
much of the profits from the 
sale of his biography to the 
families of two men he killed. 
Gilmore, 35. in isolation and 
under the constant watch of 
State Prison guards, has 
refused food and medication un­ 
til he is allowed to speak to his 
fiancee, Nicole Barrett, who 
joined him in an unsuccessful 
suicide pact last week 
Dennis Boaz, G ilm ore's 
attorney, meets with lawyer 
Roger Nuttall, Fresno. Calif., 
today prior to asking the Utah 
Supreme Court to allow Gil­ 
more to telephone Mrs 
Barrett, 20, and that the court 
expedite the process of getting 
the killer the execution he has 
begged for since his first- 
degree murder conviction. 
Boaz said he would also ask 
the court to order prison of­ 
ficials to allow him better ac­ 
cess to his client. Since 
Gilmore's suicide attempt, 
Boaz has had to confer with 
Gilmore through a glass parti­ 
tion with an intercom. 
Among the things Boaz wants 
to discuss privately with 
Gilmore are offers for rights to 
the story of the killer’s life. 
Boaz said he had received of­ 
fers from producer David Sus-

Boaz met with Gilmore Sun­ 
day and said the condemned 
killer agreed “that a large 
percentage of the money from 
his life story would go to the 
families of the victims.” 
Gilmore was convicted two 
weeks ago in the July 20 
shooting-death of Bennie Bush- 
nell, 25. a Provo motel clerk 
And the condemned killer, in a 
letter to Mrs. Barrett, admitted 
to the July 19 slaying of David 
Max Jensen.

U.S. funds eyed 
for water plans 


The Buellton Community Ser­ 
vices District last Friday filed 
in Seattle an application for 
some $828,000 in grants under 
the federal Public Works 
Employment Act as a third 
means of financing the dis­ 
trict’s water service expansion 
program. 
A decision to seek the grant 
was made by directors of the 
district at a special meeting 
last Thursday at which Ron 
Cook, attorney for the district, 
attended. 
Cook went to San Francisco 
Friday to obtain all the neces­ 
sary engineering data prior to 
filing the application. 
About $250 million has been 
allocated to California under 
the act, 70 per cent of which is 
based on the highest state un­ 
employment factor and 30 per 
cent of which is based on the 


highest national unemployment 
factor. 
Funds from the grant will be 
used to improve the overall 
water system, including Well 
No. 3, which was recently reac­ 
tivated after the California 
Department of Health issued a 
temporary amended permit and 
to make other improvements to 
the sy stem with special 
emphasis on increasing pres­ 
sure in the system. 
The d is t r ic t has m ade 
previous applications for 
similar sums under the Clean 
Drinking Water Act at between 
five and six per cent interest. 
The district is also attempting 
to qualify for federal funds un­ 
der the Davis-Grunsky Act, at 
2.5 per cent interest. Both acts 
require should they be granted, 
subsequent approval by the 
voters of the district.

Mike Warren, coach of the high-rolling Lompoc 
Braves, hasn’t yet sent away for tickets for his 
family for the C1F 3-A football finals at Anaheim 
Stacttum. But he is leaving that date (Dec. 17) open 
in his appointment book. 
Even though the Braves are three wins away 
from Anaheim and are one of 16 teams still in the 
running, it’s hard not to be optimistic when your 
team is playing consistently solid football, and win­ 
ning. 


“Our chances are excellent,” said Warren after 
his Braves walked over Burroughs 26-0 Friday night 
in the first round of the playoffs at Huyck Stadium. 
“We are as good as anybody that’s left and better 
than most. Our chances have never been better.” 
The Braves have won nine straight games (the 
school record is 10). and seem to improve every 
week.

If Lompoc gets past Mira Costa next Friday, the 
Braves are likely to come face-to-face with South 
Pasadena, the top-ranked team in the CIF 3-A, in 
the quarterfinals. But even that prospect is less 
scary in light of the South Pasadena’s narrow 14-9 
win Friday over Santa Fe. a team that wound up 
with a 5-5 record. 


Lompoc's easy win over Burroughs didn’t bust 
the needle on the crowd thrill-o-meter—not many 
26-0 games do. But Warren had no complaints. 
The offense efficiently punched over four 
touchdowns, but it was the defense that did the real 
damage. Lompoc held the Indian offense to a total 
of 61 net yards, forced two key fumbles, and 
nullified the Indian passing attack. 


Lompoc noseguard Richard Aguilar sacked In 
dian quarterbacks three times and played “close to 
his greatest game,” according to Warren. 
Burroughs coach Craig Bell noticed Aggie. A 
post-game conversation with a reporter went 
something like this: 
Reporter: “What is your overall impression of 
the game?" 
Bell: “Richard Aguilar.” 
Reporter: “You thought Aguilar played well?” 
Bell: “He’s the best I’ve seen.” 
Reporter: “The best defensive lineman?” 
Bell: “He's the best defensive football player I’ve 
seen. Period.”

Bell was also impressed with Mike Walker, Lom­ 
poc’s fullback-linebacker whom Warren described 
as "the most physical guy on the field in a pretty 
physical ballgame.” 


Aside from his fine defensive play, Walker scored 
three of Lompoc’s touchdowns and gained 57 tough 
yards on 11 carries.

Conq coach 
Ed Knowles has been a stranger around 
his house on weekends.

With less than a minute left in the half, 
on second-and-27, McCall hit Tom 
Holmoe on a 10-yard screen pass, and 
Holmoe. picking up blockers along the 
way, ran the ball 67 yards for a 
touchdown 
“That really hurt us,” said Knowles. 
“They didn’t have very good field posi­ 
tion. (their own 33) and instead of being 
behind only nine-zip, we were down 15- 
0. ” 
That series of downs cost the Falcons, 
especially McCall, som e personal 
records though On the play before the 
touchdown, Conq Greg Brackin sacked 
McCall, the first time anyone has done 
that all year. Also. McCall missed the 
point-after attempt. Before the game 
McCall was 42-43 in the PAT kick depart­ 
ment. 
The third period saw both teams run 
long drives, but the Falcons scored on a 
one yard run by Ramseyer, while the 
Conqs were hit by the fourth down jinx 
The Falcon’s final score came in the 
fourth quarter, when McCall hit Andy 
Abbott on a screen, and Abbott broke out 
of two tackles to score. 
Crescenta did all this without the ser­ 
vices of star running back Gary Beck, 
who injured a knee Beck’s replacement, 
Glen Shirley, was held to 73 yards by the 
Conq defense.

STANFORD (UPI) - Jack 
Cristiansen cried while Joe 
Reutz, the man who fired him 
as Stanford's head coach, 
pursfed his lips and walked away 
as quickly as he could. 
The B ig Gam e again st 
California was over. Christian­ 
sen’s football players, reacting 
to their coach’s firing on Fri­ 
day, rose up in the final minutes 
to beat the favored Golden 
Bears. 27-24, and now lifted and 
carried Christiansen off the 
field. Tears covered the old pro 
football Hall of Famer’s face 
and he didn’t care who saw 
them. This was his moment and 
he was going to live it the way it 
was. 
Many of Stanford’s football 
players wept, too, after Chris­ 
tiansen gave them a final salute 
and walked out of Berkeley’s 
Memorial Stadium, head held 
high and into an uncertain 
future. 
Reutz. who saw Ron Inge 
score the winning touchdown 
for Stanford in the final 
minutes, from a seat in the 
broadcast press box, left as 
soon as the game was over, 
melting into the crowd and lost 
in his own thoughts. 
The athletic director, who 
had been Christiansen’s friend 
and had defended him during 
previous assaults from the 
alumni, probably has to be 
wondering today where he 
stands. University president 
Dr Richard Lyman had given 


Reutz the okay to buy up the 
l a s t 
tw o 
y e a r s 
of 
Christiansen’s contract and 
while both staunchly insist it 
was their own decision and not 
based on alumni pressure, the 
players thought differently, 
“It was alumni pressure that 
caused Coach Jack to be fired,” 
said linebacker John Olenchak, 
“and if the administration says 
that had nothing to do with it, 
they’re lying.” 
Quarterback Mike Cordova, 
who had been critical of 
Charistiansen earlier, came to 
his defense now. 
“It’s bad when the alumni 
start telling people what to do,” 
said Cordova, who threw one 
touchdown pass in the victory 
over Cat but also threw a pair of 
interceptions that led to 10 
Golden Bears points. “It’s bad 
for college football and it’s bad 
for Stanford. Nobody asked the 
players what they thought of 
the coach. He’s a great man. He 
did a gobd job with the people 
he had and the restrictions he 
u iic linrlpr 11 
Flanker Tony Hill, who had a 
touchdown catch in his final 
collegiate game, was even 
more outspoken. 
“We had a dam good team, 
but people expected us to pull 
miracles and there is no way we 
can compete with USC and 
UCLA," said Hill, for starters. 
“They (UCLA and USC) give 
30 or 40 football scholarships 
and Christiansen could only 
Trojans make bid 
for top ranking 


recruit 20. They get 70 dummies 
as long as they can block, and 
you know 80 per cent of our 
athletes are not going to play 
pro ball. Our guys are going to 
be doctors and dentists. 
“With us school is first, 
always, and athletics second. 
We lost to Michigan when it was 
No. 1 and to USC when it was 
No. 2 (sic), and Coach Chris 
gets the shaft. I think he did a 
good job. You’ll never find a 
more honest or open coach than 
him. He’s the reason I came to 
Stanford, and I’ll bet you’ll get 
the same reaction from a lot of 
other guys here.” 
Recruiting fell off last year, 
following the first quarterback 
controversy involving Cordova 
and Guy Benjamin. It is 
believed Reutz was fearful it 
might be even tougher this 
year, after the second big push 
by the alumni to fire Christian­ 
sen, and that is why he fired 
Jack. 
While the alumni wanted tc 
get rid of Christiansen, most to­ 
day are miffed more at Reutz. 
especially for the cruel way in 
which he handled the firing. 
After being out of town for two 
weeks — following the 48-24 loss 
to Southern Cal that started the 
drums beating again for 
C hristiansen’s dism issal — 
Reutz came home Thursday to 
announce he would have a 
public statement on Monday 
( to d a y ) 
c o n c e r n i n g 
t h e ' 
coaching situation 
Christiansen, who had been 
reading all the stories of his im­ 
pending dismissal as well as 
others which disclosed Reutz 
was talking to prospective suc­ 
cessors. put the athletic direc­ 


tor on the spot Friday morning. 
He asked where he stood and 
Reutz told him, for whatever 
reasons he had, that it was the 
end of the line. 
Chris told his players im­ 
mediately and there wasn’t a 
dry eye on the field during 
Friday's practice. But on Satur­ 
day. the Cards rose up to beat 
Cal in the 79th Big Game, 
Duncan McCoil recovering a 
fumble by Markey Crane at the 
Cal 2 and Inge banging over for 
the winning score. It enabled 
Stanford to finish the season 
third in the Pacific 8 Confer­ 
ence (5-2) behind USC and 
UCLA, gave Christansen his 
fifth winning season and an 
overall mark of 39-22-3 for five 
years as head coach. 
Stanford fans among the 
sellout crowd of 76,780 cheered 
wildly. Some, like Christiansen 
and Cal coach Mike White, 
cried. 
“Of course I’m disappointed 
we lost," said White, “but in 
my heart I was happy for Jack. 
He’s a great guy and I’m sorry 
to see him go.”

“You are damn right I do,” 
first-year USC Head Coach 
John Robinson responded when 
asked if he thought his Trojans 
had a chance to move into first 
place in the national ratings. 
“I’m emotional about it now. 
But all we need to do is keep 
playing the way we have been 
and beat Notre Dame next 
week and then the showdown is 
with Michigan.” 
Before the Pacific-8 decider. 
UCLA and USC were ranked se­ 
cond and third in the country, 
respectively — right behind Pit­ 
tsburgh and just ahead of the 
once-beaten Wolverines. The 
Trojans, who host Notre Dame 
next Saturday, now have won 
nine in a row since being em­ 
barrassed 
in their season 
opener by Missouri. 
“I don’t want to compare 
teams." All-America tailback 
Ricky Bell emphasized when 
asked if he thought the Trojans 
deserve to be No. 1. 
“Pittsburgh is unbeaten.” ad­ 
ded safety Dennis Thurman, a 
s p o k e s m a n for the USC 
defense. “There’s a lot of talk

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New wave of jail violence 
over illegal narcotics 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gang slayings in California 
prisons a few years ago are be­ 
ing replaced by a new wave of 
violence over illegal drugs and 
narcotics smuggled into con­ 
victs. 
Wardens and officials of the 
state Department of Correc­ 
tions report that the past year 
has seen a sharp increase in 
drug traffic at the state’s 11 
prison operations 
They 
said 
con traban d 
marijuana, heroin, and various 
pills lead to violence among 
prisoners when credit pay­ 
m en ts a re not m ade as 
promised or the quality of the 
drugs fa ils to m eet the 
purchaser's expectations 
“ In the last couple of years I 
would say the majority of 
violence and threats of violence 
between inmates involves nar­ 
cotics." said Folsom Prison 
Warden Paul Morris. 
Morris is so concerned about 
the increase in drug-related 
violence that he is drafting a 
letter asking that the subject be 
discussed at length among 
prison wardens and superinten­ 
dents. 
So far this year. 16 inmates 
and one prison guard have been 
stabbed or bludgeoned to death 
in state prisons The number of 
killings is running at about the 
same level as last year but is 
far short of the 1972 peak when 
there were 36 slayings 
“ A couple of years ago we 
could lay it on the gangs.” said 
Philip Guthrie, assistant direc­ 
tor of the Department of 
Corrections “ Drug traffic is a 
source of violence more so than 
the early 1970s 
“ Part of it is that gang ac­ 
tivity in prisons is less intense 
and that puts drug activity in a 
higher category " 
San Quentin Prison spokes­ 
man William Merkle estimates, 
conservatively, that 50 per cent 
of the violence in that institu­ 
tion revolves around drug ped­ 
dling inside the walls 
Merkle said groups deal in 
drugs within the walls and some 
individuals get enough for 
themselves and mavbe a little 


extra to sell to their friends. 
“ If they can get their hands 
on something to make them feel 
good they will do it." he said. 
“ It is not drug use among 
prisoners that cause the vio­ 
lence it is the marketing of the 
drugs that result in disputes " 
Guthrie said there is a 
variety of ways drugs and con­ 
traband. mostly marijuana, 
finds its way inside institutions. 
"A wife or girl friend comes 
in to visit a guy in prison and 
they kiss when they come in. 
When they kiss they pass a

Tanker freed 


by high tide 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A 
974-foot tanker containing near­ 
ly a million barrels of Indone­ 
sian crude oil ran aground and 
blocked the deepwater harbor 
entrance for 14 hours Saturday 
before it floated free with the 
rising tide 
It was the second time in 
seven years the Liberian flag 
ship Lake Palourde. which is 
under charter to the Union Oil 
Co , became stuck in the muddy 
harbor bottom. 
A Union spokesman said the 
ship was moving through the 51- 
foot-deep thoroughfare at­ 
tempting to reach Berth 46. the 
only one in the harbor large 
enough to receive it. when it 
ran into the mud. 
The tanker has a maximum 
draft of nearly 52 feet hut the 
spokesman said the 8**5.000 
barrels aboard was less than 
the ship s capacity. 
The tanker ran aground short­ 
ly after dawn while under com­ 
mand of a pilot from the port 
Three barges worked all day 
Saturday to take 50.000 barrels 
of oil from the tanker to lighten 
its load and permit the ship to 
float free on the high tide that 
evening 
The tanker also was stuck in­ 
side the harbor January, 1961, 
when it attempted to come into 
Berth 46 during a heavy fog.

“That s how we find most of 
it. during routine cell searches. 
They find amazing places to 
hide it." Guthrie said 
Guthrie said gangs, although 
still present in prisons, seem to 
be less of a problem because 
prison officials have “ gone to 
great lengths" in the last few 
vears to identify the members 
of the gangs. 
He said there is better com­ 
munication between prison 
staff and the gang leadership 
which allows officials to head 
off trouble before it gets out of 
hand 
“ We also placed in maximum 
security a lot of the people who 
were identified as ringleaders 
and trouble makers."

Prayer 


vigil 
scheduled 


DALLAS (UPI) — Protests of 
cancellation of services com­ 
memorating the assassination 
of President John F. Kennedy 
prompted Dallas officials to 
schedule a public prayer vigil 
near the site where Kennedy 
was slain by a sniper IS years 
ago today. 
John Sissom. who has headed 
the Kennedy Museum since it 
opened seven years ago. said he 
believed th ere should be 
memorial services. 
“He was a president who had 
an empathy with the young peo­ 
ple of our nation and all foreign 
nations and had a closer contact 
with those people than any 
other president.” said Sisson. 
Mayor Robert Folsom said 
last week he canceled the 
originally 
scheduled obser­ 
vance at the site near where 
Kennedy was slain Nov. 22. 
1963. because of declining 
public interest. Folsom asked 
local churches to plan services 
in their individual places of 
worship. 
D e m o c r a tic 
C o u n ty 
Chairman Ron Kessler said, 
however, he could not allow the 
anniversary to pass without a 
ceremony at the memorial. He 
said Folsom’s announcement 
resulted in “about 500 phone 
calls” protesting the decision 
Kessler said there would be a 
public prayer vigil at the down­ 
town Kennedy Memorial today. 
The executive director of the 
G reater D allas Council of 
Churches and a Dallas minister 
will preside at the prayer vigil 
which will include “a short 
pray er and a m om ent of 
silence.” 
“It’s a strange thing,” said 
Sissom. “The mayor canceled 
the ceremonies because of lack 
of attendance and because the 
people didn’t support it and now 
they apparently want to con­ 
tinue it. 
“I’ve attended all the ser­ 
vices since they began,” he 
said. “ I believe the mayor 
canceled them because they es­ 
timated less than 100 people at­ 
tended last year.” 
Sissom said flowers already 
had been placed at Dealey 
Plaza, near the place Kennedy 
was killed 


Whale 
savers 
meet 


Radioactive air mass safely passes 


United Press International 
The Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency says the leading 
edge of the high-altitude radi­ 
oactive air m ass from a 
Chinese hydrogen bomb has 
safely passed over the East 
Coast and moved out over the 
Atlantic Ocean. 
But the EPA said in a state­ 
ment Sunday that the “residual 
radioactive material in the at­ 
mosphere will probably remain 
at slightly elevated levels over 
the next several weeks due both 
to the passage of the cloud and 
from further passages as it 
goes around the world.” 
The federal agency said “ear­ 
ly measurement of air samples 
indicate only slightly elevated 
lev els” were recorded at 
Phoenix. Ariz. and Cheyenne, 


Wyo. The only other sample 
stations reporting were at 
Bismarck. N.D., and Seattle, 
Wash., and both had normal 
readings. 
Whipped along by the high 
altitude jet stream, the cloud 
moved southwesterly across 
the United States. The chief 
danger was from rain, which 
could bring the radioactive par­ 
ticles to earth. If the fallout 
was eaten by cows, the radioac­ 
tivity could get into humans 
who drink milk. 
Officials Saturday had ex­ 
pressed concern over the pos­ 
sibility of rain in the Carolinas, 
Georgia and Florida and snow 
flurries in the Midwest. 
“We don’t expect any precipi­ 
tation in the Southeast and we 
expect the cloud to go out to sea 


later this afternoon,” said EPA 
spokesman Marlin Fitzwater. 
He said the last of the radioac­ 
tivity, about 700 miles behind 
the leading edge, would be gone 
by noon today. 
At noon Sunday, the northern 
boundary of the radioactive 
cloud had moved into the Atlan­ 
tic off the Maryland coast. The 
center was over Louisiana. 
Fitzwater said measure­ 
ments of radioactivity from the

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
American Automobile Associa­ 
tion says Thanksgiving holiday 
travelers should find the price 
of gasoline has dropped slightly 
since Labor Day. 
AAA said Sunday that spot 
checks across the country found 
regular gasoline prices averag­ 
ing 61.5 cents per gallon for the 
upcoming four-day weekend, a 
four-tenths of a cent drop since 
Labor Day weekend report. 
Premium gasoline should 
average 65.8 cents per gallon, 
unleaded 63.8 cents and diesel 
fuel 53.3 cents per gallon 
The AAA survey found no 
shortages for any gasoline 
grade. 
Highest fuel prices found in 


the survey were in Mammoth 
Lakes. Calif , where regular 
grade fuel was selling for 75.9 
cents per gallon. 79.9 for 
premium and 77 9 for unleaded 
gasoline 
Lowest fuel prices were 
found in the Houston and Beau­ 
mont. Tex . areas where a 
gallon of regular grade gas was 
45 9 cents. 50 9 for premium and 
49 9 for unleaded 
AAA said 70 per cent of the 
gas stations contacted planned 
to be open Thanksgiving, and 
more than half said they would 
be pumping gas after 6 p.m 
Thursday All staions indicated

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
40-foot, 5 000-pound, concrete

Thousands flocked to the 
auditorium Saturday to hear 
music from both humans and 
whales and add their support to 
bringing an end to the hunting 
of the largest animal on earth. 
Gov Edmund G. Brown Jr.. 
whose office sponsored the first 
statewide save-the-whale event 
said: “Their survival symbol­ 
izes our own.” 
The event included lectures 
by the world s leading whale ex­ 
perts. recordings of eerie whale 
sounds, and music by such 
entertainers as Country Joe 
McDonald and his band. 
McDonald even composed a 
song for the occasion which 
goes something like this: 
“If I was a whale in the sea. if 
I was a whale in the deep blue 
sea. with no mother or father to 
take care of me. I’d feel so sad. 
I'd be so mad. ” 
Stewart Brand, the organizer 
of the 12-hour event said “ As 
near as we can tell it's the 
largest gathering of whale 
savers in history.” 
The event, offically called 
“ California C elebrates the 
Whale.” began shortly before 
noon and ran late into the even­ 
ing. 
It also included singer Joni 
Mitchell. Poet Gary Snyder. 
McDonald and the governor — 
and the 40-foot concrete replica 
of the whale just lying on the 
grass outside the auditorium. 
Schoolchildren painted mu­ 
rals for the decorations and 
other artists contributed works 
dealing with whales and other 
endangered wildlife. One paint­ 
ing by a grade school student 
showed a whale with the cap­ 
tion: "Please help save me.” 
The idea for the celebration 
was spawned in September 
when Brown met with Roger 
Payne, an international whaling 
authority Payne played Brown

Doctors tell

CHICAGO (UP!) - Physi­

Today he commands the at- 


tention of Jimmy Carter. Hie 
outcome of their private meet­ 
ing could influence the course 
of the U S economy and also 
determine whether the Carter 
administration gets under way 
in acrimony or harmony. 
Burns is the chairman of the 
seven-member board of gover­ 
nors of the Federal Reserve 
System, which he thoroughly 
dominates Unless he resigns, 
and he probably will not. he re­ 
mains chairman until Jan 31, 
1978 Like it or not. Carter is 
stuck with him for at least a 
year.- 
The Federal Reserve is able 
to nullify congressional and 
presidential attempts to alter 
the economy’s course 
The Federal Reserve can 
manipulate the money supply — 
the am ount of m oney in 
currency and checking ac­ 
counts This influences interest 
rates, prices, employment, pro­ 
duction and construction. 
Since the election. Burns and 
Carter have sparred on whether

When Cleaver was strutting about the

He goes on to say: “And 
conservatives, of course, are no more in­ 
terested in helping Cleaver the 


democratic reformer than they were in 
helping Cleaver the revolutionary.” 
That statement is a litUe confusing. 
Conservatives have every reason to 
rejoice in the education of Cleaver, and 
in the courage he has shown by renounc­ 
ing his own past. It is hardly our duty to 
press upon the country Mr. Cleaver’s 
suggested domestic reforms, except in­ 
sofar as they are desirable. But 
Cleaver’s integrity is a m atter for 
national celebration, toward which I 
light this candle.

A coming Congress- 
Carter confrontation 


WASHINGTON - <NEA> - Jimmy 
Carter struck pay dirt by arguing he had 
no Washington entanglements. 
But senators and representatives do — 
and up to their necks. And it is on these 
men President Carter must depend if he 
is to keep his campaign promises. To 
wit: 
Government 
reorganization, tax 
and welfare reform, 
programs to get in­ 
dustry moving and 
m e a n i n g f u l 
jobs 
programs other than 
f r a u d s 
like 
the 
Humphrey-Hawkins 
bill. 
It will be relatively 
simple for Mr. Carter 
and his t e a m to 
prepare model laws 
and send them to 
Congress But as sure­ 
ly as each is submit­ 
t ed , at l e a s t 50 
senators and 100 con­ 
gressmen will start working on excep­ 
tions favoring constitutents or backers, 
promoting their own ideas of equity and 
efficiency or providing material for self- 
serving handouts. 
Congressmen react much more strong­ 
ly, of course, to pressures from home 
than they do to pressures from the White 
House For it is clear to ¿very man in the 
Congress that it is his district or state 
which elects him, and assures his return­ 
ing for another term or going down to 
defeat Few presidents have been much 
help in this regard. So far as I can deter­ 
mine, there are very few of next year’s 
Congress who feel indebted to Mr. Carter 
for their seats. 
For 30 years in this town I have 
watched presidents come and presidents 
go In each man’s time there was feuding 
with Congress For all his charm and 
national popularity, President Franklin 
Roosevelt in the end had to depend on the 
veto, as did Presidents Johnson, 
Truman, Kennedy, Nixon and ford. Yet 
Johnson knew the ins and outs of the 
Senate and its sources of power as have 
few men Kennedy, Truman, Nixon and 
Ford were not neophytes. Being expert 
in the ways of Congress thus did not 
seem to help. Nor popularity. Nor 
charm. 
President Eisenhower did relatively 
well because he had a Lyndon Johnson in 
the Senate Though the two men were of 
different parties, Johnson was superb, 
when he chose, in disregarding party 
lines. But, as noted above, when he 
gained the White House, President 
Johnson had no Senator Johnson to give 
him the help he badly needed. 
And . as of today, there is no Senator 
Johnson in sight to rescue President­ 
elect Carter. 


Carter's term as governor of Georgia 
does not signal a happy time with the 
Congress. He used to veto strongly, lost 
out on some of the measures he most 
prized, reportedly because erf an un­ 
willingness to compromise. 
A Time magazine account puts it this 
way . “The governor’s relationship with 
the legislature was . . stormy. A stub­ 
born, even self-righteous man, he 
seemed temperamentally unsuited for .. 
. give-and-take . .. He thought nothing of 
tongue-lashing legislators and lobbyists 
. . he considered obstructionist . . . ” 
Wrote Phil Stanford in Capitol Hill 
News Service: “By the end of his term 
(as governor) Carter was at oods with a 
large portion of the state legislature . . . ” 
Stanford quotes the Atlanta Constitution 
as stating that Carter “made a number 
of senators see the light of his logic by 
threatening to cancel pet projects, by 
calling some of their key constituents 
back home and on occasion by simply 
berating them in front of friends ’ He 
quotes then Georgia House Speaker 
Thomas B 
Murphy, who supported 
Carter in both gubernatorial races, as 
saying “There was nearly total conflict 
during his entire term. Jim has no com­ 
promising ability . . . It’s his way or no 
way.” And State Senator Julian Bond: “1 
have never seen a man so rigid, and it 
was not a question of high principle. 
Carter just won’t give in ” 
Hopefully, Mr. Carter has learned 
from this experience.

known. E l d r i d g e 
Cleaver was the god­ 
father of the Black 
Panther organization, 
the acme of whose 
theatrical life was 
reached when Robert 
Kennedy was killed, 
and the Black Panther 
newspaper published a 
picture of him lying in his blood, over the 
caption, “Death for another pig.” Its 
three principal figures were Bobby 
Seale, who beat a murder rap in Connec­ 
ticut; Huey Newton, who was freed of 
one murder rap and is wanted now for 
another murder — and Eldridge Cleaver, 
who began his career by doing time for 
rape and robbery, got out on bail, in­ 
volved himself in a shoot-out In which his 
companion was killed; then jumped bail 
and went to the free world to escape 
further persecution by the pigs. 
His free world began in Cuba where, 
after a few months, he noticed that in the 
discrimination-free land of Cuba, all the 
generals were white, and all the privates 
were black. He went on, like Candide, to 
Algeria 
this time, where he was 
received as a hero, and treated like a 
prisoner After a few years, he idled 
over to Paris. In France he was free, but 
after a while perspective set in and one 
day he arrived back in the United States 
and turned himself in. He was handled by 
California authorities as a hot potato, but 
after six months he got bail, and began to 
address the American public about his 
career. It is here that his story starts, 
the story that moves Bayard Rustin — 
and me. 
As a young man, Cleaver began as a 
desperado of sorts, but soon his an- 
tinomianism was ideologized. He then 
consecrated his violence to the ideals of 
a Marxist revolution. He wrote a searing 
book of hatred called "Soul on Ice,” and 
hung out his shingle at Ramparts 
Magazine,” where he zestfully con­ 
tributed to a new American foreign 
policy which consisted in denouncing the 
CIA for violence, and a democratic 
policy teaching the virtues of violence 
All that Edridge Cleaver put behind 
him when he arrived back in the United 
States. And he was to face the bitterest 
experience of all.

Frost expects Nixon to “tell all“ 


WASHINGTON — When Richard Nix­ 
on faces the television cameras for his 
first interview since he abandoned the 
White House, he’ll be cross-examined as 
if he were on the witness stand. 
TV interviewer David Frost, in the 
strictest of secrecy, has drawn up a set 
of questions that 
would 
s a t i s f y

Watergate prosecutor. 
If Nixon balks over the 
rough line of question­ 
ing, the entertainer 
turned investigator 
may take legal action 
to compel him to rep­ 
lySources close to 
Frost say that any 
refusal to answer the 
hard questions would 
“not be in the spirit of 
the contract,” which 
provides for an es­ 
timated $750,000 pay­ 
ment to the former 
president. They con­ 
sider a lawsuit, however, only an 
treme possibility.” 
Frost himself, in a guarded talk with 
us from Paris, played down any such 
possibility. “I think.” he said, “that 
(Nixon» wants to confront his past.” 
Frost declined further comment. 
To prevent the questions from leaking 
out before the taping session with Nixon 
next March, Frost has written harsh con­ 
fidentiality clauses into the contracts 
with

Nevertheless, we have learned that 
pointed questions will be put to Nixon: 
—Was he responsible for the criminal 
erasure of the famous 18 and one-half- 
mmute tape segment, which might have 
implicated him much earlier in the 
Watergate coverup‘> 
—Does Nixon know of any other illegal 
acts, besides those already in print, that 
the White House plumbers carried out? 
—Is he aware of other improper ac­ 
tivities, not yet revealed, of the FBI, 
Central Intelligence Agency and Internal 
Revenue Service?

—Did Nixon authorize the so-called 
“Kissinger wiretaps” of newsmen and 
Kissinger aides? Did he approve any 
other wiretaps? 
Frost also plans to ask the deposed 
president personal questions about his 
emotional reactions and his phlebitis at­ 
tack after he was forced out of the White 
House. And there will be historical ques­ 
tions, of course, about Nixon’s role in 
ending the Vietnam war, negotiating the 
detente with Russia and China, the SALT 
talks, and the military coup in Chile 
Frost will conduct 12 two-hour, raw in­ 
terviews with Nixon at San Clemente. 
The» will be compressed Into four 
shows, each to run 90 minutes. Frost 
hopes to put the programs on the air dur­ 
ing consecutive weeks, beginning in 
May. 
He wrote into his contract a clause 
that no one. including Nixon, will have 
the right to edit the raw material but 
Frost himself. He has hired three crack 
investigators — James Reston Jr., Phil 
Stanford and Robert Zelnick — to help 
him with the basic research. Clearly, the 
famous tv interviewer will pull no 
punches. 
MOON TROUPE — Rev. Sun Myung 
Moon, the self-proclaimed Korean holy 
man, has frequently lobbied in the halls 
of Congress on behalf of his religion, his 
country and the anti-Communist cause. 
We have previously reported how his 
missionaries collar congressmen and 
even frequent the inner sanctums of 
House Speaker Carl Albert’s office. 
Now confidential SUte Department 
cables reveal that Moon’s minions have 
been throwing their weight around in the 
United Nations, in Africa and in the Mid­ 
dle East. 
A June. 1975, classified cable from the 
U S mission at the United Nations to the 
American embassy in Sierra Leone, for 
example, claimed that Moon’s Unifica­ 
tion Church had acted as a “professional, 
well-financed lobbyist group at the 29th 
UNGA (United Nations General As­ 
sembly).” 
The Moon disciples, sUted the cable, 
had worked with another group, 
protesting the treatment of Japanese 
nationals living in North Korea. The 
Moon troupe “consisted of very deter­ 
mined and well-organized people who 
are not willing to give up without (a) 
fight,” the UN mission reported. 
American diplomats in Sierra Leone 
had become concerned about the ac­ 
tivities of Moon missionaries in that 
country who were presenting themselves 
as represenutives of a firm called the 
Ginseng Trading Corporation. The U.S. 
ambassador asked the SUte Department 
for information. 
The “Ginseng Trading Corporation 
(is) one of two corporations set up by 
(the) church.” replied the home office. 
The tea company’s agents were in Sierra 
Leone, the SUte Department cabled, 
primarily for business purposes, but cor­ 
porate officials had “no objections 
if 
they wanted to do missionary work at the 
same time. 
The U.S. embassy in Amman, Jordan, 
also cabled the SUte Department in 1975 
to request a check on the “bona fides” of 
Moon's ginseng tea company. A 
mysterious Mr. Johnson, claiming to 
represent the tea firm, had strolled into 


the embassy and Ulked vaguely about 
getting “to know the culture” and learn­ 
ing “a little Arabic.” 
“Mr Johnson is 27 years old. has high 
school education, and could offer very 
little information about the company, its 
goals and procedures,” stated the cable 
Could Washington “discreetly inquire” 
about Johnson? 
A search of SUte Department files 
turned up no answer to the Amman 
cable. A department official said the 
query was prohably answered in some 
other form. 
Footnote: A spokesman for the 
Unification Church confirmed that Moon 
followers had worked with another group 
at the UN, but he insisted that “the 
Church was never involved in UN lobby­ 
ing activities.”
